July Collections Nearly 


$100,000 More Than 


Last Year. 


Gasoline shipments into "Nebras- 


ka for the month of June were so 
heavy that the proceeds of the state 
gasoline tax collected thereon in 
July ran up nearly a hundred thou- 
sand dollars more than a year ago. 
Net receipts last month, ?-s reported 
by State Treasurer Steobins, were 
$780,810 Compared with $684,698 in 
July, 1929. 
This is an increase of $96,112, or 
slightly more than 14 per cent, over 
the corresponding month last year. 
Allotments'made to the various 
comities for improving their roads 
were augmented m the same pro- 
portion.

figures also represent a gain of 
about 2 feet 11 inches in the reser- 
voirs over the showing Monday, and 
one foot 5 inches more than on 
July 21. "at 7 o'clock, when the 
measurements were takenx July 21 
was the date of the first call by Mr. 
Schroeder to the consumers to con- 
serve the supplies. 


Only a small portion of the gain 
over Monday morning was 
at- 


tributed bv the head ot the water 
department to the rain-last night. 
The rain cooled the air. he said, and 
less water was used for all pur- 
poses. The principal gain, from this 
source, he added, comes from the 
fact that exposed pipes are cooler 
and not as much water has to be 
run off before it is cool enough to 
drink. While in each individual 
case the amount is small, with 
18.000 homes using the water the 
saving: is certain to amount to 
something. 
. Mr. Schroeder's tabulations show 
that only on one day since July 21 
did the reserve exceed Tuesday 
morning's record. That was on July 
24. That day the A street reservoirs, 
with a capacity of 27,300.000 gallons, 
were fulL There was twelve feet in 
the Van Dorn street reservoirs, 11 
feet 5 inches in University Place, and 
10 feet at Thirty-first and X streets.

NORRIS CHARGE 


Flays Backers Broken 


Bow Man Who Filed 


For Senate. 


Gives Warning Other 


Disreputable Acts 


May Follow. 


NORFOLK, Web.. Aug. 5—(/P)— 


Carrying his campaign into north- 
eastern Nebraska for the first time, 
Senator George W. Norris speaking 
here Monday night, assailed the en- 
trance of the Broken Bow Norris 
into the senatorial race as the work 
of "political tricksters and repre- 
sentatives of special interests." 


"By that they resorted to one of 


the most unjust, indefensible 
and 


disgraceful methods to deceive the 
people of Nebraska that has ever 
been attempted in the political life 
of the state," he declared. 


The senator said he had expected 


the campaign "to be fought out on 
a high moral plane." Delving into 
the filing of Nor :-. Number 2, the 
solon went on: 


"These 'ingenious and unpatriotic 
conspirators found another man of 
my name, with the same initials, 
and they induced him to file as a 
candidate in opposition to me. 
"This disreputable piece of politi- 


cal chicanery, if it had succeeded, 
•would- have practically 
disfran- 


chised an entire state. It would 
have made it impossible for any 
voter to know that he was voting 
for me and it would have made it 
likewise impossible for the canvas- 
sers of the vote to ascertain what 
votes had been 
cast for me and 


what had been cast for this political 
tool who bears my name." 


Marsh Criticized, 


The result, 
Norris said, would 


have been the elimination of both 
himself and the Broken Bow man 
and the lamination of Stefabins. 


Senator Norris devoted almost 


lois entire time to a review of the 
Broken Bow case and its develop- 
ments during the series of events 
that followed, climaxed by the sen- 
atorial campaign funds investiga- 
tion. 
Secretary of State Marsh was 


criticized by the senator for ac- 
cepting the Norris filing, for 
de- 


laying action as long as he could" 
and finally for failing to abide by 
the legal advice of the attorney 
general and for retaining private 
counsel who Norris said, "was more 
interested in defeating him than 
giving proper legal advice." 


A. Paul Johnson, Broken Bow at- 


torney, who handled preparation of 
the Norris No. 2 filings, and who 
later testified before Senator Nye 
that he had always been friendly 
toward Senator Norris, was de- 
scribed by the senator, "as another 
conspirator—an alleged lawyer, who 
called upon Mr. Bobertson, my sec- 
retary, and in a pretended mood of 
sympathy of Mr. Robertson and 
turned over to him an alleged with- 
drawal of this fake Norris! 
"This disgraceful trick," the sena- 


tor declared, "was intended to be 
the basis for future operations to 
discredit me before the people of 
Nebraska." 
The next scene in the "conspir- 


acy," Senator Norris declared, ''was 
the open charge that this entire 
dirty business was engineered by me 
and by my friends." 
"These same representatives, who 
are now. trying to shift the respon- 
sibility for this unholy crime upon 
me," he charged, "knew where this 
Norris was at the tune Senator Nye 
scoured-the state to subpoena him 
for questioning." 


Part of Conspiracy. • 


Proof that the attempt to oust 


him from the senate was nation- 
wide in iti scope, was evidenced, the 
senator said, in Washington, where 
"at the same time this dirty trick 
was being perpetrated in Nebraska, 
the offices of the National Popular 
Government league, where endorse- 
ments of my candidacy were being 
prepared, was robbed." 


Senator Norris warned his audi- 


tors "to be ready for other charges 
and other attempts that this unseen 
power will spring on the eve of the 
primary when it will be too late for 
an answer. I warn you now not to 
be surprised at tnything that may 
occur between now and the twelfth 
of this month." 


Senator Norris spoke before 
ap- 


proximately 150 people gathered at 
a Norfolk hotel. The senator made 
special mention of his stand against 
Hughes and Parker for the Supreme 
court, and his stand against the 
Smoot-Hawley tariff bill. 


Norris declared republicans were 
in the wrong when he opposed 
them, as a defense to charges of his 
opponents that he is a "bad repub- 
lican,"

EXPECTING MANY 
CHARITY CALLS 


Commissioners Fear To 


Cut Levy On This 


Account. 


No Action Yet Taken 


By Members Of 


County Board. 


Fear that charity demands upon 
the county will be unusually heavy 
this winter is the only thing 
standing in the way of a reduced 
county tax levy, despite a sub- 
stantial reduction in county val- 
uations, county commissioners in- 
dicated Tuesday morning. 


No official action towards setting 
the new levy has been taken by 
the board as yet. Such action may 
be tak~n some time this week or 
may bt, held over for as much as 
two 
weeks, 
commissioners 
said 
Tuesday. 


County Clerk Morgan pointed to 
the possibility of a reduction from 
the 1.80 mill levy established last 
year to one of 1.76 mills in order to 
secure an even number when added 
to the state levy of 2.34. Such a re- 
duction would give a state and 
county total levy of 4.10 mills 
in 
contrast to the 4.20 mills. Such a re- 
duction in the county levy would 
mean a reduction of only six 
to 
seven thousand dollars according to 
the clerk. The sanitary \district has 
already certified in its levy at 1 
mill ,its maximum, so that this 
couid also be added in to give an 
even levy. 
Commissioner Cameron, on the 
other hand, was confident that the 
levy could be lowered. - He stated 
that there was every reason to be- 
lieve that the county would be 
forced to expend much more for 
charity this year than last. 
While not as pessimistic over the 
charity situation as Commissioner 
Cameron, 
Commissioner 
Bennett 
also expressed concern over the sit- 
uation. "If it weren't for the charity, 
of course, we could reduce the levy." 
He doubted if it would be safe to 
make a reduction but gave no indi- 
cation that he would favor an ad- 
vance.

On July 25, however, there was but 
48 and a half feet, and 45 feet 9 
inches on July 26. By July 28 this 
had dropped to 43 feet 10 inches, 
the lowest shown for the fourteen 
days. The highest level was on July 
23, when the measurements showed 
50 feet. 
According to Mr. Schroeder the 


pumpage at the plant is measured 
by the feet .of water in the reser- 
voirs. There is no meter on any of 
the pumps, he declared, nor a cen- 
tral meter through which all of the 
water may pass.

48 and a half feet, and 45 feet 9 
inches on Ju ly 26. By Ju ly 28 this 
had dropped to 43 feet 10 inches, 
the lowest shown for the fou rteen 
days. The highest level was on Ju ly 
23, when the measu rements showed 
50 feet. 
According to Mr. Schroeder the 
pu mpage at the plant is measu red 
bv the feet of water in the reser­ 
voirs.

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HAS LINCOLN A WATER 


PROGRAM? 


At the time criticism is being leveled at the head 


of Commissioner Schroeder because this city finds it- 
self again confronted with an inadequate water sup- 
ply, when it is more sorely needed than ever before, 
it is being surreptitiously peddled around that Lincoln 
voters will be asked to pass upon a $3,000,000 bond 
issue for the construction of a plant suitable to the 
community's needs. 


ff it is actually a fact Commissioner Schroeder and 


his advisory water board have decided upon a pro- 
gram, a lot of valuable time is being wasted in plac- 
ing it before the public. 


Psychologically Mr. Schroeder could have had no 


more favorable time* to platie the water issue before 
his constituency. The inadequacy of the 
present 


supply 'vras apparent to everyone. It was uppermost 
in their minds while they watched their flowers and 
grass and shrubbery burn under a scorching sun, and 
they were powerless to do anything about it because 
they were forbidden by ordinance to use water. As 
they^surveyed trees and shrubbery which were begin- 
ning to brown and to lose their foliage, flowers which 
shriveled' and withered, and 
grass which turned 


brown, they had a constant reminder before them it 
was false economy to put up with a water supply 
which could not be drawn upon exactly at the time 
it was needed. They have been making a mental in- 
ventory of their losses, figuring that this tree, and 
that bush, r.nd that flower garden will have to be 
replaced the scorched spots in the lawns will have to 
be replanted or resodded. They could figure it would 
cost them $100 or $500 to repair the damage which 
official negligence and incompetence in the water de- 
partment inflicted. 


The same grapevine reports credit Mr. Schroeder 


with a desire to submit the water bond proposal at 
the August election but it is said he permitted him- 
self to be talked out of the idea by his advisory asso- 
ciates on the water board. If that is the case then 
he made a sorry mistake. He has dilly-dallied along 
with this water problem for years, and if he is now 
convinced of the futility of relying upon deep wells 
to furnish water for a community of nearly 100,000 
people, his conversion has been of recent date. He 
has been obstinate and uncompromising in his atti- 
tude upon water matters although it was perfectly 
plain to the great mass of Lincoln people ten years 
ago that ultimately it would be necessary to go to 
the Platte or Loup river for water.

We would not deprive Mr. Schroeder of a single 


grain of credit which he deserves for a remarkable 
sense of frugality and saving in the handling of pub- 
lic affairs. He has been able to make the pennies 
go farther than most men in public office. He has 
a high sense of honor and fidelity to his trust. But 
because he has had all of those splendid qualities, 
it does not necessarily follow he has been an efficient 
and far-sighted head of the water department. He 
has always lacked imagination to understand those 
factors which make for a growing city. In his hand- 
ling of street lighting, he has shown a disposition to 
regard the conditions, which prevailed here twenty 
years ago, as good enough for a city more than twice 
the size in population. That a well-lighted city 
safe for pedestrian and autoist at all hours of the 
nignt, is so much a part of modern living that it is 
a first essential, has seemingly never impressed him. 
That same penurious position on water matters has 
been a serious handicap to Lincoln. It is responsible 
for the present situation. 


Now if Mr. Schroeder and his advisory associates 


have a water program, let's have it. It will never be 
more cordially received. Let's throw it open to dis- 
cussion. so that every property-owner, taxpayer and 
citizen of Lincoln may know precisely what is con- 
templated. what burden is involved, and what the re- 
sults will be For no reason at all the commission has 
shown a reluctance to unburden its woes to the pub- 
lic. It has seemed to feel that the emergencies aris- 
ing out of growth have been troubles belonging ex- 
clusively to the individual members. But this water 
problem is not Mr. §chroeder's own particular octu- 
pus. It belongs to the people of Lincoln. 


The Lincoln water department has been self-sus- 


taining. and generally it has shown a profit. Over a. 
long term of years. 3t has accumulated earnings suf- 
ficient to cover interest charges, and to provide for 
bond retirement. The 
proposal to submit 
water 


bonds does not involve a staggering debt if the bur- 
den is properly spread out over a lung period of time. 


not an earthly things; they are wondering rather, if, 
it can possibly be worse, in case we get what the old 
time revivalists were wont to tell us we would get 
unless we repented. 


Most of them have no doubt made up their minds 


that it couldn't, so if one should be approached by a 
standpat republican, who should begin to descant 
upon the iniquities of Norrls, the chance's are the one 
thus approached might be tempted to commit homi- 
cide and that the Jury, should he ever be brought to 
trial, would decide that it was justifiable. 


So politics is just about the only thing in this part 


of the world that isn't "hot" at this period. The 
game Is languishing, in spite of the frenzied efforts 
of interested ones to maintain it as a going concern. 


That is something that ordinary people can be glad 


of. 


INLAND WATER TRAFFIC. 


Through the four great locks at Sault Ste. Marie, 


built and operated by the United States government, 
there moves a stream of freight traffic every year 
greater than that handled through the 
Panama 


canal. Many huge boats carrying iron ore, grain, 
lumber, and other products of the northwest make 
this passage every day. during the shipping season 
of six months, while fleets of other vessels carrying 
coal, steel and iron products, automobiles, and mis- 
cellaneous cargoes go in the other direction. 


Yet this immense amount of tonnage, exceedipg 


that handled by any other canal in the world, meas- 
ures only a part of the water commerce on the great 
lakes. None of the traffic between ports on ,Lake 
Michigan and Detroit, Toledo, Cleveland, Toronto, or 
Buffalo goes that way; in fact, it includes no ship- 
ments other than those originating at or destined to 
points on Lake Superior. 


The fact that such tremendous quantities of freight 


are hauled by water between interior regions of the 
United States and Canada gives some idea of what 
would ensue upon the opening of the St. Lawrence 
river for navigation by ocean carriers. 


Every port on the great lakes would then become 


a harbor from which American and Canadian goods 
might be shipped directly and at) the lowest trans- 
portation cost to all parts of the world, and receive 
in return the commodities from other countries that 
supply our needs. 


There can be no question as to the vast benefits 


that such a development program wpuld bring to the 
central area of the North American continent, now 
cut off from the ocean and handicapped by the lack 
of cheap water transportation. 


These benefits will be further increased by im- 


proving the rivers of the middle United States for 
navigation and utilizing them as freight carriers to 
and from the great lakes as well as the gulf of 
Mexico. In this latter phafee of the projected inland 
waterway system Nebraska and her neighboring states 
are more directly interested. When boats and barges 
begin moving up and down the Missouri river, it will 
be an epochal event in the^history of this agricul- 
tural empire. 


No such progress as the American nation has made 


during its 154 years of existence would have been pos- 
sible without maritime trade. That the country has 
gone ahead so fast and outstripped all others is due 
in very large part to the possession of extensive sea- 
coasts. Extension of the advantages of waterborne 
commerce to the interior will put the United States 
still further, to the front. 


Houston within the past few years has become the 


first city in Texas as the direct result of building a 
canal 50 miles long to make it accessible for seagoing 
ships. 
Manchester, Eng., has enjoyed a tremendous 


growth since it dug a similar ditch and became a 
seaport instead of an inland town. The great lakes 
region and the Mississippi and Missouri river valleys 
have a right to the same chance as these cities to ex- 
tend their trade with the outside world. 


A THOUGHT OF DUMB ANIMALS. 


If the heat of recent weeks has been unbearable for 


human beings, it has likewise punished dumb ani- 
mals. Particularly is this true of bird life, accus- 
tomed as it is to satisfying its thirst without the aid 
of people. Most of the birds have their watering 
places. When sprinklers were to be found upon every 
lawn in Lincoln, the birds could find relief from the 
heat through a shower bath and a drink of cool wa- 
ter. But now that sprinkling is forbidden it be- 
hooves those who love bird life, and find pleasure 
and companionship in the happy warblings of the 
little songsters, to watch over their feathered friends. 


There are sections in Lincoln where birds return 


each spring to build their nests in the trees, to sing 
the long summer through, and then to depart in the 
fall for the warmer climes of the gulf states. They 
need water and a basin properly placed in the yard 
may be the means of saving their life. Likewise, dogs 
and horses should receive 
attention 
from 
their 


owners.

ments and professional warriors, the 
30ok containing Mr. Angell's theory 
vas ^translated into 
more 
than 


;wenty languages. 
The circle of 


readers of "The Great Illusion" in- 
cludes Hindus, Japanese, Chinese, 
as well as European and American 
students of public affairs. 
Several 


hundred thousand 
copies of the 


work were sold testifwing to the 
widespread interest on the subject. 


The author predicted in his open- 
ng sentences that rivalry in arma- 
nents was sure to end in war, and 
iit on to say that war waged un- 


der modern conditions would prove 
a common catastrophe. The out- 
come demonstrated, to quote "The 
London Spectator," that Mr. Angell 
is "one of the clearest and most 
logical thinkers of the day in inter- 
national problems."

Browning, Whittier, Emerson 
and a whole galaxy whose names 
space forbids me to mention, and 


were among the best and brightest 
of our kind. 
They held in reason 


and in faith that life is always lord 
or death in this world and the next.

Frowns On Dcssicated Food.

Of any means; otherwise all 
overweight persons would hare it 
and. of course, this is not true. 
There must be some other factor 


'more normally.

There are twenty-five prime num- 
bers under 100, beginning with 2 
and ending with 97. The reciprocal 
of each of these primes has a def- 
inite number of digits, which 
is 


never more than one less than the 
number of the prime, and may be 
only a fraction thereof. For example, 
7 has six digits in the reciprocal: 
31 has fifteen; 41 has five; 71 has 
thirty-five; and so on. For conven- 
ience, we may call the number of 
digits in 
the 
reciprocal of 
any 


prime its n-1. 


Now, when anv two or 
more 
primes, other than 2 or 5, are multi- 
plied together, the reciprocal of the 
composite prcduct 
will contain as 
many digits as the least common 
multiple of the n minus ones of the 
prime factors. The factors 2 or 5, 
or 2 and 5. simply add another digit. 
If we form a composite number 


by multiplying all the primes from 
2 to 97. inclusive, there will be thir- 
ty-seven digits, as follows: 2,305,567,- 
963.945,518,424.753,102,147,331,756,070. 
That is a large number, running 
up into undecillions: but it must 
have a reciprocal, and the reciprocal 
will begin with the decimal point 
and 35 zeros followed by 
nearly 
forty billion digits, or, to be exact, 
39,419,059,645, for the least common 
multiple of all the n minus 
ones

number of seconds in a

year multiplied by the number of 
miles light trav els in a second. It is 
rather a big number, but giv en the 
correct factors, one "can dc,” 
The reciprocal of any integer is 


always a decimal. In the case of 2 
and 5, and any of the powers or 
products of either or both, 
the 
decimal is complete. In the case of 
all other integers, without exception, 
the reciprocal will be wholly or par­ 
tially a repetend, and there will be 
a rem ainder of 1 at the point where 
the next reptitlon begins. 
There are twenty-fiv e prime num ­ 
bers under 100, beginning with 2 
and ending with 97. The reciprocal 
of each of these primes has a def­ 
inite number of digits, which 
is 
nev er more than one less than the 
number of the prime, and may be 
only a fraction thereof. For example, 
7 has six digits in the reciprocal; 
31 has fifteen; 41 has fiv e; 71 has 
thirty-fiv e; and so on. For conv en­ 
ience, we may call the number of 
digits in

reciprocal of 
any 
prime its n-1. 
Now. 
when 
anv two or 
more 
primes, other than 2 or 5. are m ulti­ 
plied together, the reciprocal of the 
composite product 
will contain as 
many digits as the least common 
multiple of the n minus ones of the 
prime factors.

IBS taken his fellow countrymen to 
ask for their treatment of the 
ong-suffering Indians and asks, in 
the title of his book, "Must Eng- 
anfl Lose India?" 


The writer is Lieut. CoL Arthur 
Osourn, IX S. O., a British army 
olficer and medical man who lived 
India many years and who 


thinks he lound the root of the 
.rouble m that stormy country of 
a hundred million souls. 
It lies, he believes, in the Eng- 
lish public school system, which'is 
not at all like the American. The 
cruelty with which, he found the 
Indians treated he traces directly 
similar cruelty with which the 


older boys cow youngsters and, Os- 
jurn says, develop into snobs. 


Thus, he believes, they are them- 


selves all set to become Negro- 
phobes when they enter the Indian 
ivil or military service. 


Indian Rule of Might. 


India, Osburn says, is held and 


joverned "by might and not by 
right." 


His book is an appeal to the Eng- 
ish governing classes "to" drop a 
ittle of their stpuid arrogance and 
acial and caste snobbery, if only 
or the sake of that great hetero- 
jeiieous 'empire' about which they 
are always shouting but which they 
wre constantly doing their very best 
o make unpopular and consequent- 
y insecure." 
The English public school boy is 
a bully, Col. Osburn charges, out 
>f his own experience. 
And so. 
'hen he goes to India, he again is 
_ bully toward the small, weak and 
underfed coolies and servants. 
In school he has developed a 
superiority 
complex by knocking 
about the smaller boys and "rag- 
ing" them, an attitude condoned 
by school authorities* "util it has 
jecome a tradition. 
In India he demands obeisance 
rom the natives and strikes those 
who can not retaliate "without their- 
names getting on the police lists as 
seditious" characters. With the 
Englishman's connivance, the native 
xjlice force. Osburn says, has be- 
.ome a corrupt' band of black- 
mailers. 
Osburn cities instances from his 
WR experience of natives who have 
>cen beaten by Englishmen merely 
iecause 
they seemed 
to be 
cheeky." He recalls the "crawl- 
ng order" of one official, which re- 
uirct; all the people of an Indian 
own. Including women and chfl- 


j drcn. to crawl on their stomachs 
past a certain point because a mis- 
sionary was "insulted" there. 


Excuses Morals, 
psborn also takes up ABss Kath- 
crine Mayo's statements in -Mother 
India." 


He excuses the Indian's morals 
on climatic and 
physiological 
grounds. He suggests that, even 
without considering the poor physi- 
cal condition of the tropical people 
and their anxiety neurosis -which 
he attributes to oppresston, their 


behavior is scarcely worse than 
than of Europeans and of English 
themselves. 
The book is a stinging rebuke, 
written with sensational candor. 
"All we caa. do for the Indian," 
Osburn says, "if we are to remain 
as his governor, is to free him, as 
far as possible from his economic 
servitude, educate him to appreci- 
ate the advantages of hygiene and 
good order, and leave him to grow 
up."

WASHINGTON, Aug. 5— (AP)— 


Obtaining the sympathy and help of 
the -American public are two ob- 
jectives of Prohibition Director 
Woodcock in his task of enforcing 
prohibition with re-organized forces 
under the justice department. 


"After -all, who can object to a 
fair, honest, earnest and lawful en- 
forcement of a law of the land?" 
the new dry chief asked a radio 
audience last night in conclusion of 
an-address outlining the ways in 
which he proposes to execute his 
task. 


"I ask the support of all citizens,' 
he said. "To tnose who have been 
making the unlawful traffic possible 
by affording a market for the con- 
traband. May I suggest, simply and 
in no sense officiously, for the de- 
cision is yours—is the opportunity to 
obtain a drink of liquor in an un- 
lawful way comparable in import- 
ance to you to the opportunity to 
contribute to the ideal of a 'law 
abiding nation?"

o fficer and medical man who liv ed 
in

thinks 
he lo und the ro o t o f the 
tro uble in that sto rmy co untry o f 
a hundred millio n so uls. 
It lies, he believ es, in the Eng­ 
lish public scho o l sy stem, which Is 
no t at all like the American. 
The 
cruelty with which he fo und the 
Indians treated he traces directly 
to similar cruelty with which the 
o lder bo y s co w y o ungsters and, Oa- 
burn say s, dev elo p into sno bs. 
Thus, he believ es, they are them­ 
selv es

Negro - 
pho bes when they 
enter the Indian 
civ il o r military serv ice. 


Indian Rule o f Might. 
India, Osburn say s, is held and 
go v erned “ by might 
and 
no t by 
right.” 
His bo o k is an appeal to the Eng­ 
lish go v erning classes “ to dro p a 
little o f their stpuid arro gance and 
racial and caste sno bbery , If o nly 
fo r the sake o f that great hetero ­ 
geneo us ‘empire’ abo ut which they 
are alway s sho uting but which they 
are co nstantly do ing their v ery best 
to make unpo pular and co nsequent­ 
ly insecure."
